Buildings Literally Torn Into Pieces 
and Many Thought to H it s Been 
Injured Near Sherman—Relief Par­ 
ties Start Out to Render Assist­ 
ance to the Sufferers. 


DREIBUND IS SHAKEN. 


Sherman, Texas, O.ct. 29.—Wednes­ 
day afternoon at 5:45 o’clock a well-de­ 
fined tornado formed in Squirrel Creek 
Bottom, four miles west of the village 
of Farmington and about ten 
miles 
west of this city. 
Parties who saw it in its inception 
say that out of a seething, tumbling 
mass of inky clouds a funnel-shaped 
column descended until it touched the 
earth, and then it began to move north­ 
eastward, accompanied 
by the usual 
terrific crash and roar as 
it 
tore 
through the bottoms, uprooting large 
trees and demolishing everything in Its 
path, which for the first mile or two 
was thirty or forty yards in width. 
The first house it is known to have 
struck was on the George Duke farm, 
one mile west of Howe and about five 
miles from the 
starting point. 
No 
one was hurt at this place. From this 
point until it struck the Jim Fanis 
farm, two miles south of the city. It 
is known to have risen and descended 
several times, and what damage it did 
thus not been ascertained. 
At the Farris place a tenant hut oc­ 
cupied by a family named Hayes was 
literally torn to pieces, and every mem­ 
ber of the family was more or less in­ 
jured. Hayes is thought to be fatally 
h u rt 
The path of the storm lay at least a 
mile and a half east of the city, bun 
the cloudburst which accompanied i ; 
was furious in the eastern suburbs a ' 
the city. The houses as far down as 
Cleveland avenue are mud-bespattered 
the same as was the case during the 
great storm of May 5. 
At 8 p. rn. a call was received from 
the vicinity of the Farris place for 
assistance from the city, asking for 
searching parties with lanterns. A large 
number responded. Great crowds are 
congregating all over the city anxious­ 
ly awaiting their return. 
Physicians 
have gone to the assistance of 
the 
Hayes family, and a score or more have 
placed themselves in readiness to an­ 
swer summons if it is found that any 
number of persons have been 
hurt, 
which at this hour seems improbable 
on account of the narrowness of the 
path and the frequent leaps into the 
air.

The conclusion 
reached is that the middlemen or first 
ward agents, who have grown rich in 
the booking of immigrants, must go, 
and hereafter the railroad companies, 
both east and west, will co-operate 
with the steamship companies in the 
handling of the business.

INFORMATION TO VOTEB9. 


The following instructions are given for the information and guidance of voters: A voter upon entering the polling place, and giving his name and residence, will receive a ballot from the ballot clerk, which must have endorsed there 


on the names and or initials of both ballot clerks, and no other can be used. Upon leceiving his ballot, voter must retire, alone to a booth or compartment, and prepare the same for voting. A ballot clerk may inform the voter as to the 


proper manner of marking a ballot, but he must not advise or indicate in any manner who n to vote for. The voter, if he wishes to vote for all the candidates nominated by any party, should make a cross mark X, under the party designation 


printed at the top of the ballot in the square made for that purpose. A ballot so marked, and having no other mark, will be counted for all of the candidates of that party in the column underneath, unless the names of some of the can­ 


didates of the party have been erased, and will be counted for all names written in lieu of one erased or pasted Jover a printed name. If the voter wishes to vote for some of the candidates of different political parties, he should make a 


cross mark X atter the name of each candidate he does desire to vote for. If he wishes to vote for a person for a certain office, whose name is not on the ballot, he must write the name in the blank space under the printed name of the 


candidate for the office. The ballot should not be marked in any other manner. If the ballot be spoiled, it must be returned to the ballot clerk, who must issue another in its stead, but not more than three in all to any one voter. Five 


minutes* time is allowed in booth to mark ballot. Unofficial ballots or memorandum to assist the voter in marking his ballot, can be taken into the booth, and may be used to copy from. The ballot must not be shown so that any other 


person can see how it has been marked by the voter. After it is marked, it should be folded so that the inside cannot be seen, but so that the printed endorsements ;and signatures of the ballot clerks may be seen. Then the voter should 


pass out of the booth, give his name to the inspector in charge of the ballot box, hand him his ballot to be placed in the box, and pass out of the voting place. A voter who declares to the presiding officer, that he is unable to read, or that 


by reason of physical disability, he is unable to mark his ballot, can have the assistance of one or two election officers in marking the same, to be chosen by the voter. The presiding officer may administer an oath, in hi? discretion, as to such 


person’s disability. The party designations and candidates for the different offiees are as follows:

tario, the greatest silver mine in Utah, 
of which W. R. H earst is vice-presi- 
dent, is chiefly owned in San Francisco. 
The Leadville m ines are owned partly 
in the E astern States and partly in 
London. 
Probably less than IOO men control 
th e silver mines of the country, whose 
outp u t would be enormously increased 
by the free coinage of silver.
